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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 12 July 2006 have been folly considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments appear to be on the following grounds : 

a) There is no obviousness-type double patenting because the conflicting application relates to 
one tool, this application uses two compacting tools, and an amendment to Claim 15 is made to 
clarify this aspect. 

b) Claim 15 is amended to recite an acid-resistant concrete mixture. 

c) There is no teaching of a quick change tool. 

These arguments are not persuasive for the following reasons: 

a) The Applicant's remarks are drawn to the apparatus, but do not appear to be drawn to the 
method. The Examiner's position is that in the method of making a concrete pipe, that multiple 
apparatuses that perform the same function as a single apparatus do not distinguish the two 
methods from each other, and on this basis the double patenting rejection is maintained. The 
Examiner's position is also that because the same method steps are performed in each 
application, that these methods are obvious over each other because the methods use the same 
process, the only differences being the number of apparatuses used. 

b) These arguments are drawn to claim amendments that are not being entered. 

c) The arguments do not appear to address the Examiner's citation to the portion of the prior art 
that discloses an element that reads on the claimed element, and thus the rejection is maintained. 
Additionally, the Examiner previously took the position that the particular apparatus used did not 
materially affect the method. The Examiner maintains his position that use of a particular 
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attachment means does not materially affect the method, and should not be given patentable 
weight. Applicant has not rebutted this position by showing a manipulative difference in the 
"Method for the production of a multi-layer concrete pipe" caused by use of the particular 
apparatus limitation in question, but instead appears to argue only that the particular apparatus is 
not disclosed. The Examiner maintains both positions that (1) the element is disclosed, and (2) 
that the apparatus limitation does not materially affect the method in question, and should not be 
given patentable weight.
